The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is that the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest blending an aromatic 
solvent with the effluent mixture from the first hydrocracking zone in an amount ranging from 5 
to 10 volume percent of the volume of the feed. The prior art of record suggests the use of 
diluent amounts that are far greater than the claimed amounts and also does not suggest adding 
an aromatic diluent to the second reactor as claimed.
